swamp and freshwater marsh. Wildlife in the area include 
eastern box turtles and four-toed salamanders. The land is 
contiguous with hundreds of acres of SLT, municipal and 
state conservation lands. The plan is to protect the habitat 
and the watershed as well as allowing for public hiking 
and walking trails. 

The meeting adjourned and Mr. Bryant 
introduced guest speaker and Rochester resident, John 
Teal, Scientist Emeritus from Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institute and expert on salt marsh ecology. His talk was 
entitled: "Rising Tides: the Future of New England Salt 
Marshes." Mr. Teal earned his undergraduate degree and 
PhD. at Harvard University in biology and is the author 
of Life and Death of the Salt Marsh and over 140 journal 
publications. 

Mr. Teal used a power point presentation to 
explain the tidal flow in a salt marsh and how the fish, 
organisms, sediments, wildlife and birds interact within 
the food chain, each taking and leaving something for the 
others. "The salt marshes are the nurseries of the ocean," 
said Mr. Teal. Photos of marshes, at differnt tidal levels 
were shown, including some from various countries, 
including coverings such as mangoes, grasses and cord 
grasses with the unseen algae growing beneath the 
surface. Mr. Teal explained the "rotten egg smell" often 
associated with large salt marshes, saying the smell comes 
from the sulfer bacteria that live in the mud. 

Marshes are home to fiddler crabs, marsh 
hoppers, fish, greenhead flies, marsh grasshoppers and 
spiders. Fox, mice, deer and various invetebrates also 
come and go in a salt marsh. In the United States, most 
salt marshes are left natural, without much human 
management, said Mr. Teal. In France, salt marshes are

managed, with rice fields, areas for ducks and shorebirds, 
salt hay making, and flamingo nesting areas all within one 
large salt marsh. 

Climate change threatens salt marshes through 
rising sea levels, said Mr. Teal. Ice sheet melting around 
the globe and rising C02 levels could cause a one to 
two meter rise in sea level by 2100, said Mr. Teal. A 
before and after photo of the New Orleans marsh area 
showed the dramatic effect of Hurricane Katrina, which 
decimated the marsh area, which has not recovered from 
the storm. Mr. Teal predicted more storms in the future. 
'The storms will be more frequent, but not more fierce,'' 
he said. The normal response of a salt marsh would be 
to retreat further into the land area to survive, but with 
new housing, roads and culverts near the shore, there 
would be no place to go, explained Mr. Teal, leading to the 
evenual death of the marsh. 

The solutions to the issues raised include long- 
term planning for the coastal areas, said Mr. Teal. "Be 
open minded about the causes of climate change," he 
said. Supporting efforts to conserve areas where marshes 
exist and the areas where they could move inland is very 
important, said Teal. The audience was encouraged to 
visit the Conservation Law Foundation's web site and 
to support local efforts to preserve land. A question and 
answer session followed the presentation.

hearing. According to town clerk Ray Pickles, the town 
is currently 93 percent residential. Upon the suggestion 
of representative members of the Board of Assessors, the 
Board voted to keep a single tax rate. 

In a second appointment, the Board met with 
Gary Carreiro, tax collector, in regards to a proposed 
Other Post-Employment Benefits (OPEB) trust investment 
policy. Under an OPEB trust investment policy, the town 
has the opportunity to engage in a long-term policy with 
an investment firm to diversify its portfolio and improve 
its bond rating. Since the annual bond rating is scheduled 
for December, Mr. Carreiro hoped that the Board would 
consider the OPEB approach to investment. 

'T read the policy and Fm very comfortable with 
it/' said Chairman Blanchette. The Board voted to accept 
the OPEB trust investment policy. 

Under Action items, the Board recognized letters 
of interest from John Sweeney and Albin Johnson for an 
advertised opening on the 2015 Oversight Committee. 
The Board decided to table the appointment, since both of 
the applicants are elected members of prominent boards: 
Mr. Sweeney, a member of the planning board and Mr. 
Johnson, a member of the Board of Health. 

"We are back to the same problem again: 
members of major committees requesting to be appointed 
to additional committees. Fm not happy about this,'' said 
Chairman Blanchette. "We have many opportunities in 
this town for volunteerism, but time and time again, it is 
the same people stepping up." 

Selectmen Cushing and Henry agreed that it was 
problematic to continually appoint the same people to 
additional boards, especially elected officials. Chairman 
Blanchette encouraged town residents not currently 
serving on any boards to submit a letter of interest to Mr. 
Dawson, Town Administrator in the Town House. 

The Board then discussed the formation of a 
Great Hill Turbine Committee. At the previous selectmen 
meeting, they had decided to form an information- 
seeking, three-person committee. The Board had hoped to 
form the committee with three members: a representative

at Great Hill, for placement of a proposed industrial wind 
turbine to supply energy to Marion. 

Despite the fact that the agenda item was not a 
public hearing, the Board allowed the residents to present 
their concerns, as long as they stuck to the subject of the 
committee formation and not the actual wind turbine 
debate. 

Speaking to issues of health, property devaluation 
and wildlife implications, residents urged the Board 
to include someone on the informational committee to 
consider their best interests. 

Resident Lois Gravois said that she generally 
supported wind energy, calling turbines ''kinetic 
sculptures'' that serve a useful purpose, but she did not 
think that they should be placed in residential areas. She 
cited health concerns and the "danger of subsonic sound". 
Ms. Gravois indicated that she thought the turbine would 
likely be placed across the water from her house. 

Resident and realtor Barbara Beatty said that 
health concerns could include "headaches, seizures, sleep 
deprivation, anxiety and depression". She said that the 
placement of a wind turbine could result in a 20 to 40 
percent home devaluation for abutters. She said that a 
resident representative on the proposed committee could 
represent this concern fairly. She also said that there was 
a group of 19 plaintiffs currently in a lawsuit against a

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local municipality in regards to the placement of a w^ind 
turbine, and alluded to the possibility of a similar law^suit 
for Marion if the turbine were placed at Great Hill. 

'1 urge you to avoid a tragic mistake/' said Cove 
Circle resident Steve Cokins. "This isn't the 'not in my 
backyard' debate. . . these don't belong in anybody's 
backyard." 

Chairman Blanchette assured the concerned 
residents that their interests w^ould be considered and 
that no leases had been discussed. Additionally, he said 
that any progress on the proposed project w^ould result 
in public hearings, w^hich would be an opportunity for 
abutters to voice their concerns.

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

the sum of $152,237 to acquire the fee interest for a 54.2 
acre parcel of land in Rochester at Hartley Saw Mills, for 
purposes of developing a public water supply or supplies, 
together with related infrastructure and facilities. The 
article further requested that residents authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to execute a conservation restriction 
on the acquired parcel. The Finance Committee 
recommended passage of the article. 

In comments. Chairman Blanchette noted that 
obtaining the property has been a ''priority of the town 
for 10 years.'' He said the town had attempted to purchase 
the land in the past, but the owner did not express interest 
in selling the parcel until now. Mr. Blanchette also stated 
that the town received a reimbursement grant for $45,000 
through the Buzzards Bay Natural Estuary Program, thus 
the true cost to the town would be $107,237. 

The town unanimously approved the article. 

Article 2 asked the town to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds the sum of $35,000 to 
supplement the remaining balance from Article 10 of the 
Annual Town Meeting of 2008 for purposes of instituting 
tax foreclosure procedures on delinquent real estate 
parcels in the Town. 

Town Treasurer Gary Carreiro said that the 
measure is necessary to help collect about $155,000 owed 
to the town for 76 parcels with the help of an outside 
attorney who specializes in land court proceedings. 
Currently, only $2,000 is earmarked for collecting the 
debt, which is inadequate, Mr. Carreiro said. 

The town approved the measure unanimously. 

Article 3 asked the town to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds, such as Water Enterprise 
Retained Earnings, the sum of $550,000 for the design, 
permitting, and construction of a 200 gpm resin-based 
ion exchange water treatment system at the West Well to 
reduce perchlorate to meet Massachusetts standards. 

Selectmen Steven Cushing requested to table the 
article. He explained that additional information became 
available showing the need to further examine whether 
perchlorate levels are a "temporary bubble" or require 
measures for removal. 

A motion to table Article 3 carried unanimously. 

Article 4 requested the town to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds the sum of 
$17,000 to supplement the remaining balance from Article 
7 of the 2010 Annual Town Meeting to complete roof

repairs at the Fire /EMS building on Spring Street. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson stated that 
the measure is the result of errors that occurred when 
the town sought pricing information for the roof repairs. 
Specifically, he said that town officials failed to take into 
account state-required prevailing wages, which increase 
its costs by one-third. ''We regret the error, but we must 
point out that the project remains an important one. The 
roof has leaked for over a year and has caused significant 
damage,'' he said. 

Mr. Dawson stressed that this issue will be 
resolved with passage of the article. "We've gone through 
this thoroughly so we don't have to come back again. . .

We feel very comfortable that this will be more than 
enough money. If [the money] is not required, obviously 
it will not be spent/' he said. The measure passed 
unanimously. 

Article 5 asked town residents to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to grant easement(s) in a parcel of 
town-owned land located at 44 Pumping Station Road, 
Marion Social Club, for the installation and operation of a 
wireless communication facility and all related equipment 
and structures. Selectman Jon Henry explained that the 
article stemmed from a deficit in cell phone reliability, 
which has resulted in a high number of dropped calls. 

It was noted that the land is subject to special 
conservation restrictions. However, the Massachusetts 
legislature can overturn that restriction if other land 
is swapped in exchange and subject to the same 
conservation restrictions, among other conditions. "We 
believe in the case of this parcel, the erection of a tower 
would not impact the use of land as it currently exists. We 
see no harm to the land, no impediment to enjoyment, and 
greater Marion community benefit from improved cellular 
communications,'' Selectman Henry said. 

Town resident Sherman Briggs expressed 
some concern about potential costs associated with a 
new facility ''The last time we put up a cell tower, it 
turned into an expensive proposition. We don't want 
to put ourselves in a position where we end up with a 
big expense," he said. Mr. Dawson responded that he 
felt costs would be minimal, aside from the additional 
insurance premium. "All additional expenses would be 
offset by the revenue earned by the town," he said. 

Town resident Demie Barros spoke at length about 
his concerns with the project. He felt that rules established 
in the 1990s on towers should be adhered to, but Mr. 
Dawson said that amending zoning bylaws to allow 
additional towers could be done through the Planning 
Board. "If [the bylaw changes] are deemed appropriate, 
it is easy to come to the town meeting to amend," Mr. 
Dawson said.

mid-1990s was all for naught. We made rulings, and now 
you come up with this/' Mr. Barros said. 

In response to questions on potential rent revenue 
asked by resident Chris Collins, town officials estimated 
that the new tower could increase earnings by 20 percent; 
currently the town receives about $88,000 per year from 
telecommunication companies renting town-owned 
facilities. Mr. Dawson added that this revenue is directed 
into the general fund. 

One town resident expressed concern about the 
number of residents unclear about the full implications of 
the article. He made a motion to table the article. The vote, 
which required a majority, passed 30 in favor, 20 against.

Florist To Remain Open During Lawsuit

Marion florist Always in Bloom will be allowed to 
remain open during pending litigation between the town 
and property owner Sardinha Family Trust. 

In the latest chapter unfolding between the Town 
of Marion and Sardinha Family Trust, Marion Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey granted the property 
Always in Bloom at 454 Wareham Street a six-month 
temporary occupancy permit on November 10. Currently, 
Sardinha Family Trust is in litigation with the Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA), which upheld a Planning Board 
decision that the developer appealed due to lengthy 
"unreasonable'' conditions attached to a site plan 
approval. Mr. Shippey determined that the building was 
safe, and is allowing the business to operate during the 
litigation instead of shuttering its doors. 

"Always in Bloom met the requirements of 
the ZBA," Mr. Shippey said, which he said contained 
conditions including required lighting, safety signage 
and signage codes. He said that during the length of 
the appeal process - which he said could last for years - 
Always is Bloom will be able to renew its permit every six

Sardinha Family Trust originally approached 
the Planning Board last spring with an application for 
a non-valid, non-conforming use conversion for a new 
florist business. Always in Bloom is zoned commercial for 
office use, thus building owner Fernando Sardinha had 
submitted the application to allow retail use needed for 
the florist shop to operate. The Planning Board opted to 
undertake a major site plan review, and after months of 
hearings arrived to a decision. 

In its May 11 decision, the Planning Board 
approved a proposed site plan but with several 
conditions, including that the applicant abide by current

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parking bylaws, add 11 additional spots in the back, 
increase the width of the parking lot, add sidewalk and 
landscaping, adopt a stormwater management system, 
add a 6 by 8 foot dumpster, add a screening on the 
southerly property line, and legally combine the lot with 
the Dunkin Donuts lot, which also is under ownership 
by Mr Sardinha. Also, the conditions prohibited snow 
storage on the back lot. All conditions were required to be 
met within 30 days. 

The applicant appealed the ruling to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, which upheld the Planning Board's 
decision in August. 

A discussion on Always in Bloom appeared on 
the November 16 Planning Board agenda, but Planning 
Board Jay Ryder indicated that discussion on the matter is

other representatives - then presented to the board an 
informal site plan review for a proposed project off Kings 
Highway. This project essentially is a bituminous concrete 
facility on a five-acre parcel of land in an industrially 
zoned section of Rochester. Mr. Higgins said that 
Edgewood will submit the full proposal on November 
18 and is presenting the informal plan as required by 
law and to address specific issues associated with the 
application. 

Bill Madden of GAP Engineering took the floor 
to review at length the proposed asphalt plant, which he 
said would produce about 1,200 to 2,000 tons of asphalt 
per day and employ two to three individuals on site. He 
said the proposed facility is in an industrial zone, but 
near two residential abutters, with whom the developer 
already shares "direct correspondence.'' He said the 
proposed asphalt plant requires a Massachusetts DEP 
"Air Permit," through which emissions will be tested. 

Mr. Madden stressed that the proposed site meets 
and exceeds setback requirements, and that no wetland 
resource areas are present at the location. He said the 
plant is near a reservoir and a cranberry hog operation, 
but stated that an extensive storm water management 
plan, including a sanitary disposal system, will be 
proposed. This system includes two large retention 
basins that will hold stormwater, even in the case of a

100-year stormwater event. He said the sanitary disposal 
system, or a ''stormwater screen/' will remove 83 percent 
of suspended material. Further, a mist system will be 
installed to control dust and airborne debris. 

In comments on the large retention basins, which 
take up 30 percent of the site, Edgewater representatives 
indicated a desire for some relief from current bylaws 
to allow for the deepening of the basins. This would 
reduce the overall surface area of the basins and remove 
the need for tree clearing. "It makes sense not to clear 
vegetation and put in a smaller footprint that's better 
for groundwater quality," Ms. Peterson said. Town 
engineering consultant Ken Motta agreed that alternatives

should be explored. "My first impression is that [the 
basins] are a monstrosity/' he said. 

The representatives asked the board not to require 
an additional environmental impact assessment report, 
but allows the developer to delineate environmental 
concerns in narrative form in the proposal itself. 
"Sometimes they take a life of their own and they turn 
into something we didn't intend them to he," said 
Mr. Madden. Chairman Johnson agreed that narrative 
form would be acceptable to help the public gage and 
understand the environment affects when addressing the 
proposal during public hearings. 

The developer expressed a preference for plastic 
pipes, instead of concrete pipes, for part of its stormwater 
infrastructure. "It is much more efficient. We'd like to use 
that," he said. Chairman Johnson indicated no problem 
with this request. "It's a burden on them, if the pipe fails 
they have to pay for it," Mr. Motta of Field Engineering, 
who works for the town, commented. 

John Shevlan, a traffic engineer, said that further 
studies will be conducted to determine the plant's impact 
on vehicular circulation. He said he did not anticipate 
that the plant would be "trip generator." In response 
to Mr. McGaffey's concerns about rush hour traffic at 
County Rd, Mr. Shevlan responded, "The peak hour of 
the roadway does not correspond with the peak hour of 
the site." Chairman Johnson suggested that the engineer 
collect data on truck usage by SEMASS. 

On comments on whether the plant's roads would 
be blacktop or gravel, Mr. Florindo urged the developer to 
consider finished roads to prevent excess dust. Chairman 
Johnson agreed that dust control would be crucial to the

proposars approval. 

Atty. Bailey requested that the board examine 
whether the proposal interferes with possible commercial 
developments, but board member Mr. Bailey stressed, 
"We don't want [the developer] to spend money to 
anticipate the future/' 

Lastly, the board decided to require $6,000 for the 
purposes of peer review. 

The Edgewater hearing then was voted for continuation 
on December 11, at which point the official proposal will 
be presented. 

In other discussion, the board provided updates 
on modifications underway regarding the home 
occupation bylaw. According to Chairman Johnson, the 
board is looking to remove the list of allowable home 
occupations currently in the books and tie restrictions 
on home businesses to parking requirements. For 
instance, residential parking would be required to be 
separated from business parking as part of the proposed 
modifications. 

In the planner's report, Mr. Charbonneau 
announced that the town hired a new secretary to replace 
Shirley Darcy Patty Laforest will begin on December 13. 

The board voted to adjourn at 9:10 pm.

"Scarves for Soldiers" Inspires Philanthropy

If you've been in Plumb Memorial Library in 
Rochester recently, a large pile of colorful, hand-knit 
scarves may have caught your eye. 

With help from countless knitting enthusiasts, the 
library recently became the collection and distribution 
center for the local philanthropy effort. Scarves for Sol- 
diers. Rochester resident Diane Nunes hatched the idea, 
partly inspired by the 1 ,000 scarves recently donated 
by the Greater New Bedford Vocational and Techni- 
cal School and a local country radio station to soldiers 
deployed abroad. 

Last April, the project began by encouraging lo- 
cals to begin knitting scarves destined for soldiers in Af- 
ghanistan. With funding from Friends of Plumb Library 
and the Rochester 
Lions Club, Ms. 
Nunes arranged for 
the purchase of sup- 
plies from a local 
arts and crafts store 
and urged people to 
get out their knit- 
ting gear for a good 
cause. 

Last week, the 
library had collected 
over 179 scarves, 
which already are 
bound for the offices 
of United Services 
Organizations 
(USO), which will 
assemble the goods 
into "Care Packag- 
es" as part of Opera- 
tion Gratitude. To abide by military dress code, scarves 
only could be made from wool or cotton and had to meet 
certain length and width parameters. The military also 
does not allow acrylics due to potential damage it can 
cause to skin if exposed to fire. Moreover, the military 
rejects scarves with any fringe material. Neutral and 
camouflage-pattern scarves were accepted, according to 
Gail Roberts, director at Plumb Memorial Library. 

In total, 51 individuals signed up to participate 
last spring. Although one-third of them did not complete 
the project, many participants knitted multiple scarves. 
Moreover, one knitting teacher from Mattapoisett 
contributed her class' scarves to the project in one large 
donation, Ms. Roberts said. 

In reflecting on the event's success, the library 




director remarked that scarves would sometimes end up 
on the library counter with no one claiming credit. "I'd 
come in after work on a Monday and there would be a 
scarf on my desk," she said. Ms. Roberts pointed out 
that many contributed with a desire to help but with no 
requirement of personal recognition. 

However, the library did want to honor contribu- 
tors and to that end, it hosted a thank-you tea on Novem- 
ber 10 to bring together the knitters. About 19 knitters 
attended the Wednesday morning event, which Ms. 
Roberts described as a successful and great meet-and- 
greet opportunity. 

For attendee Louise Trolley, who knitted three 
scarves for the project, the tea was a chance to social- 
ize with other knitters and build community ties. "It 
was really nice to drink tea and sit around the table and 

chit-chat. It was 
just fun to meet 
all of the people. I 
thought the whole 
thing was marvel- 
ous," she said. Ms. 
Trolley also said that 
the ability to learn 
the names of people 
she frequently sees 
around the town was 
an added benefit. 

"[The scarf proj- 
ect] made me feel 
like I'm giving back 
something. We all 
feel we should give 
back. Everyone has 
family in service in 
Afghanistan or Iraq 
and it's very good to 
help," added Ms. Tolley. She said that even as an ama- 
teur knitter, it was empowering to do her part to help. 

After this successful first year, the group of 
philanthropic knitters already are plotting for next year. 
"[The knitters] are eager to do something next year," Mr. 
Roberts said. "Right now we are thinking more local." 
Some ideas floated by the group include knitting clothes 
for the nonprofit Gifts to Give. 

Talking about the recent project Ms. Roberts 
recalled an instance when a patron, who has a son de- 
ployed abroad in the military, offered her heartfelt grati- 
tude for the work that was done. "She was so grateful," 
she said. 

With winter approaching in Afghanistan, the 
scarves could not have come at a better time.

Up Up and Away

Skyline. Starring Eric Balfour and Donald Faison. Di- 
rected by Greg and Colin Strause. Running time: 100 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Skyline puts me in an odd position: I couldn't wait 
for it to be over, but I'd love to see the sequel it promises. 
The visual-effects veterans who directed it, Greg and Co- 
lin Strause, very obviously lay the groundwork for Skyline 
2 in the final moments, wherein a character gets his head 
torn off and his entire brain and nervous system implanted 
into an alien body. This character apparently survived the 
process with his human consciousness and conscience 
intact, and the last shot finds him in 
a heroically defiant stance, like some 
insane hybrid of paintings by Frank 
Frazetta and H.R. Giger. I sort of 
wished the preceding 95 minutes had 
been telescoped into five minutes, be- 
cause the real movie seems to begin 
here, with Big Ugly Dude ready to 
fight other Big Ugly Dudes to save 
mankind. If Skyline were a comic 
book, it might be an origin story. 

As it stands now. Skyline 
feels like feature-length padding. We spend most of our 
time with a few people, played by actors familiar from TV 
(Eric Balfour, Donald Faison), as they try to make sense 
of what's happening to Los Angeles. Aliens have come, 
some looking like biomechanical mollusks, all looking 
great; they were designed by veteran monster-makers Alec 
Gillis and Tom Woodruff Jr., and they have a slimy, omi- 
nous fluidity as they float next to L.A. buildings and scan 
the windows for any humans inside. The main characters 
rarely venture outside, so we're stuck with them inside 
a few swanky apartments for almost the whole movie. 
A recent episode of Community that never left the study 



room knowingly called itself a "bottle episode," industry 
slang for a TV segment that saves money by sticking to 
one location; Skyline, I guess, is a bottle movie. 

Illogic abounds here. Donald Faison and his 
girlfriend try to escape in his car, which gets promptly 
smashed by a giant alien foot; seconds later, Faison 
tumbles out of the car without a scratch. The military gets 
involved, blowing alien spacecraft out of the sky, along 
with the thousands of still-living people that have been 
sucked up inside them. The human characters are gener- 
ally so dumb that one wonders why the aliens are so keen 
to collect their brains. The dumbness extends to incidental 
stuff in the script, such as a joke about two men having an 
intimate moment that's broadcast, unbeknownst to them, 
via webcam to laughing partygoers pre-invasion. Really? 
After what happened to Tyler Clementi, you had to leave 
that joke in, guys? 




But then this is a movie in which a character 
very adamantly feels that the best line of defense against 
the aliens is bedsheets taped over the windows. I kind of 
loved that detail, as well as a bit when a pregnant woman 
stands away from a smoker to protect her baby while all 
hell breaks loose everywhere in L. A., or when a character 
gets a gorgeously cheesy final line before blowing up an 
alien attacker. The only consistent thing about Skyline 
is its stupidity — sometimes bad, insulting stupidity, 
sometimes good, entertaining stupidity. Then there's that 
ending, which portends the sort of stupidity I'd like to see 
more of.

diseases.
